A PRECEDENT. : : 

Although the course adopted by. the Aoting 
Chief Justice in ordering the jury to bs locked 
up for the night is one which has not been 
followed for many years, tho Court records 
show thut a similar thing happened in 1865, 
when Sir Jobn Smale wae Chief Justice. In| 
Mr. J. W! Norton Kyshe's History. of the 
Lawa and Courts of Hongkong, Vol. II, p. 140, 
we find thefollowing interesting parallel :— 

“The first instance aleo of o jury being 
detained in custody overnight happened | npon 
26th February, 1868, in -the case R. v.

Andersen, night watchman at the Quarry Bay! 
shipbuilding yard, was charged with assaulting 
a Chinaman, and remanded. He had originally 
takon. out a summons for cssiult egainst the 
complainant, but failed to appear in support of 
liis cose’ and ‘the decision went ageinst him 
in defsult. In support of his version of the 
dispute he had the. following story to tell. 
Lost Saturday, he anid, at sbout 12.50.om, 
he observed from his honso a sampay 
leaving the shipyard.- Suspecting that the’ 
ocenpants had been stealing something from 
stho shipyord, lie went down to the beach, 
and when the sampan wes run np on the 
sands bo challenged those in it. As bo was 
about to board the eraft to search it, one of the 
natives sprang ont and strack him a fearful 
blow on tke head with ‘an iron bar., He dropped 
uuconrciows right away, ‘but came to soup 
afterwards, and, seeing bis assailant runpioy in 
the direction of Quarry Bay village, set off 
in pursuit. He yan the Chinaman down in 
a housc in which he hed taken refuge, sud 
{rausterred him to the shipyard, where he 
wos detained all night under arrest. oxt 
morning_ho tock him: to the police station at 
Shavkiwon, ond preferred a charge of axadult, 
showing # wound on his head in support.of bis 
.statemeht. . a Pe " 

Tnspector Robertson. noted the charga, and 
thon heard what the Chinaman had io my. His 
talo was totally difforent, and in effect was o8 

follows. Suffering from wounds in his feot, ho 
had not bean. cut of doors for two days previous 
to the alleged sssault; At 12.90 or thereabouts 
on themorning when Andoresn bad the encounter 
on the beach, he. wos in bed in his house when. 
the door waa opened and Andorson walked in, 
Picking up a lighted lamp from tho table, ho 
thrust it in the other's faco, and then, laying 
the Jamp down, . dragged the Chinoman 
downstairs’ and off to the shipyard, whage:be 
tied him up to a post, by the queae and beat the 
helpless man with bis fists so brutally as tobave 
uinco rendered bis remotal to hoapital necessary.
